THE SECRET OF PEACE 
By C. R. HEISEY 


Pastor, Brethren in Christ Church 
(Job 22:21). 


would have some simple formula whereby people living 
jn that world. could have harmony among _ themselves. 
‘Here it is—this recipe for peace—in this text from one of 
the oldest books in existence. The ancients believed that 
the secret of harmonious‘living is that men form a per- 
sonal acquaintance with the living God. 

The stuipreme desire of the Apostle Paul of a much later 
date is expressed in the hearty cry to the Philippians, 
“That I may know Him!” This preacher taught men that 
proper relationship with God in the person of His Son, 
Christ Jesus, insures peace. “For,” said he, “He is our 
; peace.” The Prince of Peace, 
God's only Son, left these 
most comforting words be- 
fore he went from this earth, 
“Peace I leave with you; My 
peace I give unto you. Let 
not your heart be troubled, 
neither let it be afraid . 
These things have I spoken 
unto you that in Me ye might 
have peace.” 

How could the United Na- 
tions in conferences assem- 
bled hope to lead the world 
into a state of lasting peace 
when the Author of Peace 
was not invited to be pres- 
ent in their assemblies? Men 
do not become acquainted 
by the absent method nor 
by mere accident. Knowledge of another is gained by 
fellowship with the other either by personal contact or by 
spending time studying the thoughts, attitudes and pur- 
poses of that one whose acquaintance is desired. 

Does one learn to know.God by reading the newspap- 
ers? No. Here one learns of the doings among men. 
And, although God may be involved in that which ‘occurs 
among men, it is not the design of the news reporter to 
acquaint men with God. The intent of most of the books, 
magazines, the literature of today, is not to lead men to 
know God. 

Does one learn to know God in the school room today? 
One may studiously pursue the various courses of study 
in our schools and ‘not gain this knowledge there. It is not 
in the province of the public schools to teach students to 
know God. The laws of life and the universe, the rules 
for living and making a living are learned there, but one 
may become perfect in the knowledge of all these and 
still remain totally ignorant in the realm of acquaintance 
with:God. It is-a sad fact:'that-too many graduate from 
our universities without faith in the existence of a Supreme 
Being. These cannot lead men to know a Personality to 
them unknown, hence their helplessness in imparting the 
secret of peace. 

Does one learn to know God at the movies? No. There 
much is learned about the conduct of men, but it is most- 
ly with the ungodliness of humanity that this institution 
is concerned.
